Willing to Educate Mikado's 
Adult Subjects, but Not in 
the Same Rooms with 
- White Children. 


(BY A STAFY CORRESPONDENT.] 


California is rebellious, if not in a state of 
rebellion. Standing on its new problem, or 
rather on the new phase of an old problem, 
the Golden state has raised the banner of state 
rights, and has declared more strongly on the 
color question than ever the south dgclared 
since the recent unpleasantness. 

California is not afraid ef war. It wants no 
war with the rest of the United States, but 
demands a friendly fight in the Supreme 
court to decide whether or not California 
shall have the right to rule itself in local mat- 
ters and handle the color question in its own 
way. 

Neither does California seek a war with 
Japan. In fact, Californians laugh at such 
an idea, but here on the strip of land which 
must stand the brunt of the battering if 
ever Japan and the United States go to war 
there is no man who fears Japan. 


Will Ignore Roosevelt’s Orders. 

“ The school board of San Francisco never 
will change its attitude on the school qués- 
tion,”’ declared the superintendent of schools 
today, as he came from the board meeting, 
which had been discussing the question. 

President Roosevelt's requests, or or- 
ders, will be ignored by us Thé Japanese 
must stay in their own school, We are act- 
ing under a state law, passed in 1872, before 
there ever was any idea of thig situation. 
If President Roosevelt or the federal con- 
gress has any requests to make they must 
make them of the California legislature. 
The legislature can change the laws in a 
moment, but we cannot. If the legislature 
of California refuses to change the law we 
want and hope for final decision of the case 
in the Supreme court of the United States. 

“If California is to remein one of the 
United States,” declared the commissioner 
of labor for California today, then it must 
stop this invasion and settle the question. 
If we do not settle the Japanese question 
soon our children will settle it, or try to set- 
tle it, from the other side of the Sierras. 
The Japanese are swarming into California

Must Be Settled Sanely. 

As commiseioner of labor I realize that the 
problem is an enormous one. I would no more 
think of driving out all the Jape today than 
I would think of letting them all come in. 
This problem must be handied sanely. Cali- 
fornia needs labor, and, at the same time, it 
faces the destruction and the driving out of 
all the whites. 

“There never was a time in history, since 
the time of the primeval ape, that the two 
races have lived together in harmony, Either 
they intermingled, or one became the serf of 
the other. , We seem to have settled the ques- 
tion of serfdom in that war over the negroes. 
The whites will not amalgamate with the 
Japs. There is the problem.”’ 


Feeling in Frisco Runs High. 

The feeling in San Francisco is high. The 
city and parts of the state are openly, bitter- 
ly, and resentfully opposed to the adminis- 
tration’s stand in regard to the school ques- 
tion in San Francisco, 
entals who have, under the old state law, 
been placed by themselves in the oriental 
school and segregated from the remainder 
of the public school children of this wrecked 
eity may prove the cause of one of the most 
serious international complications ever 
faced by the ited States and one which 
may cost her dear if the views of the Califor- 
nlans are true. 

The people of San Francisco, ite educators, 
its officials, its politicians, and its thinkers 
declare that Japan is not at all interested in 
the question of the ninety-three segregated 
orlentals, but that the Japs are seeking to 
find a cause for a quarrel with the United 
States and have chosen the San Francisco 
schoo] situation as the bone over which to 
pick a quarrel and start a war. 

It ie openly stated that the Jap believes the 
quicker he strikes at America the better, and 
that he is seeking over à trivial question, 
which the school board declares was the re- 
sult not of any slight to Japan nor of any 
insult, intended or otherwise, either to Japan 
or China, but as a direet result of the ne- 
cessity arising from the earthquake and fire 
which destroyed the city, to start a war to 
decide quickly which nation shall be the 
master of the Pacific. 


Roosevelt’s Attitude Resented. 

Not only does California, especially San 
Francisco, resent the attitude of Japan but 
even more it resents the apparent attitude 
of President Roosevelt's administration. 
California is rather a peculiar state. It Is 
so far off from all the rest of the United 
States and has been so in@ependent, so rich, 
so big, and has developed so rapidly that 
it thinks it is quite big enough how to de- 
cide for itself. It resents imperial federal 
interference, even as certain of the southern 
states once resented Jt, and as, later, Ili- 
nois resented it when federal troops were 
sent to Chicago. 

The attitude of the people is rather odd. 
The labor unions are bitterly opposed to 
Japanese labor, for strictly selfish reasons. 
The rest of the people are opposed to the 
Japanese because they say Japan is getting 
“ fresh.”’ 

There ig one certain way to judge the at- 
titude of the American people towards any 
foreigner. That is to watch the small 
boys. If a small boy shies an apple or 
a piece of slag at a Japanese, then his father 

oes not like the Japanese. 
ee San Francisco it is great fug for kids 
to “ soak a skipper,” which means to throw 
a brick at a Japanese. Odd as it may seem, 
these same Californians whose fathers when 
they were small stoned the Chinamen in 
the streets now treat the Chinamen with 
some respect. and even regard him as an 
honest, hard working laborer, while they

LABOR TO REFORM, 


URGES 


Abuse of Power by Unions Censured; 
Capital Also Admonished. 


During an exposition of the labor question 
Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin of the University 
of Chicago told the members of the Citizend 


Industrial Association of America, whos 


guest he was at a banquet in the Auditorium 
last night, that socialism is the philosophy of 
failure. He declared further that in allying 
themselves with it men admitted themselves 
failures, and asked society to do for them 
what they had been unable to accomplish 
for themselves. 

Prof. Laughlin took up the labor question 
with ungloved hands, and’ first made a plea 
for fair play in behalf of the employé. He 
asserted that better conditions could be de- 
rived by a reduction of the tariff on raw 
materials, and that this would redound to the 


benefit of the employer and employé, af- 


fording better markets abroad and cheaper 
products for home consumption. Labor and 
capital must work in conjunction. 


Says Labor Abuses Power. 

We may justly ask labor organizations,” 
he continued, “to give over any conduct 
which tends to reduce the efficiency of an 
industry and consequently to reduce the 
wages of labor. If we may rightly ask em- 
ployers to remedy abuses in our fiscal system 
we may urge labor unions to remedy abuses 
of organized power wherever it conflicts with 
justice and their own economic gain. 

What I wish to emphasize is that from an 
inability to read experience aright the or- 
ganizations of labor have failed to see that 
power cannot safely be used without a sense 
of responsibility for its right use. In many 
instances zeal has taken the place of wisdom, 
and the swelling conceit of some selfish labor 
leader has seemed to him the voice of God, 
superior to the demands of his fellow man. 


Individuals Are Not Equals. 
“The dangerous abuse of power fs to be 


found in stimulating ignorance to act as ar- 


bitrator of difficult things; to make the unfit 
believe { lemeelves the equal of the fit in 
things hard to understand. Until the unfons 
learn that men are not equal in wisdom, 
ability, and business power they will never 
select the wisest leaders or escape from 
frightful excesses. 

The man who is temperate, industrious, 
honest, and thrifty succeeds, while the man 
who ig not fails. In other words, the man 
who is fit succeeds and the unfit fails. And 
when m who fall wish sodiety to do for 
them what they confess to being incompetent 
to do for themselves, we have explanation 
for the demand for socialism; for socialism 
ie the philosophy of failure. 


Honesty Essential to Success. 

„But our labor unions are going to ac- 
complish the good they aim at, not by an 
abuse of power but by a sense of responsi- 
bility, and by square and honest dealings 
with those whose interests are inextricably 
bound up with their own. Labor and capital 
must work together. Labor must choose 
wise leaders and capital must codperate with 
them in bettering the conditions which make 
for the good of all.” 

Other speakers at the banquet were C. W. 
Post, président of the association, and J. 
W. Van Cleave of St. Louis. The latter, 
who responded to the toast.” The President

Cites Law Against Unions. 

The applicability of the Sherman anti-trust 
law to the labor unions was the theme of the 
principal address at the afternoon session. 
T. J. Mahoney of Omaha, Neb., the speaker, 
declared the wording of this law is broad 
and comprehensive enough to be effective 
against labor unions when they ‘combine and 
commit acts in restraift of trade. To em- 
phasize his point he quoted at length from 
decisions and instructions to juries given in 
the federal courts, 

The following resolutions: were adopted 
unanimously: 

Whereas, The operations of the labor trust have 
reached a point in extent and influence where they 
are a serious injury ami increasing menace to 
the industries of our country and to the general 
public welfare; and 

Whereas, Many of these operations are not enly 
unlawful and criminal at the common law dut 
are within the prohibition of the Sherman anti- 
trust act, according to its true spirit and intent, 
and also are within the prohibition of the statutes 
of many of our states. 

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Industrial Associa- 
tion of America, heartily approving the past activ- 
ity of national and state administrative officers in 
the enforcement of anti-trust and anti-conspiracy 
lawe, again, in convention assembled, in the name 
of justice and fair ph, amd, voicing an aroused 
and intelligent’ public sentiment, aske for the 
enforcement of those laws as well Against com- 
binations of labor ae against combinations of 
capital as enemies of similar character and equally 
dangerous to the interests of the common people. 


Warns Against Socialism. 

W. Collison, secretary of the Free Labor 
Association of Great Britain, in the last 
speech of the afternoon declared that union- 
ism is om the wane in England. He blamed 
union labor for England’s decline as a trade 
nation and prophesied that under similar 
conditions the United States would suffer 
a like fate. 

President C. W. Post also dealt at length 
on the so-called labor trust and pointed 
to the action taken in twénty-six large man- 
ufactories of the country making them open 
shops as showing the growth of the anti- 
labor union sentiment. °

Brooklyn Medical Student Swallows 
Carbolic Acid When He Finds He Has 
Contracted Disease During Studies. 


New York, Dec. 3.—{Special.}—The victim 
of the disease to whose cure he would have 
devoted a life of heroic self-denial, Jacob 
Tararosky, a young medical student of 
Brooklyn, killed himself today when he 
knew that death was to come to him in un- 
gering suffering. 

Tararosky was 21 years old. He was a 
student at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, the son of a well to do real estate 
broker of Brooklyn. He had taken to the 
study of medicine to gratify a desire for 
science. The tuberculosis problem attracted 
him when he had progressed into pathology. 
He gave himself over to the study of the 
germs of the disease. 

It ig said he became inoculated with the 
germs he studied. Before he was aware of 
it the disease had gripped him. Several 
weeks ag0 he was forced to give up hope.

The car arose, Mr. Cavanaugh called the 
floor, and the elevator stopped, but failed to 
hold, and slowly slid down to the basement 
floor without accident.

I have a list of thirty-one numbers 
not in the telephone directory which you can 
call up and get gambling information on the 
races. 

“The police confiscate a telephone which 
costs $8. Before they get it to the city hall 
another instrument is in place and doing 
Business. The gambling telephone service 
permeates the city. I have another list of 
forty-eight numbers which are c 4 
houses for the gambiers.” 

It was pointed out that the telephone com- 
pany promised not to allow the use of its 
telephones for gambling purposes, and Aid. 
Dung declared that the business transacted 
over these secret phones is well known. He 
had the ordinance referred to the judiciary 
committee. 

Ald. Dunn was defeated in an attempt to 
take the consideration of the Northwestern 
depot ordinance away from the committee on 
streets and alleys west and give it to a special 
committee of eleven, to be appointed by the 
mayor. 

Urges Higher Pay for Mayor. 

Ald. Harkin had referred to the finance

1,000 gallons for other purposes. Firms ob- 
taining water from the lake or river through 
conduits built by themselves, if the conduits 
cross public streets, will pay 75 cents per 
horse power per year for condensing pur- 
poses, with 35 cents exira for boiler feed, and 
a rate of 1% cents per 1,000 gallons for other 
purposes, 

Track Elevation Is Ordered. 

Ald. Kohout called up and had passéd the 
old Terminal Transfer track elevation ordi- 
nance, changed by having added to it pro- 
vision for additional subways.

BACK WISH WITH THREAT

Convention for Direet Primari 
as Against Nomination 
by Petition. 


An unwelcome “issue has been presented 
to the Chicago charter convention, now in 
session, in the shape of a demand that the 
delegates ingert in the charter bill a pro- 
vision giving the city complete self -govern- 
ment on the question of Sunday saloons, The 
demand comes from the executive committee 
of the United Societies for Self-Gov- 
ernment, and is accompanied with the threat 
2 oppose the legislation at Springfield unleas 

ch provision be made. . 

The issue of personal liberty,“ which has 
been a troublesome one in politics for many 
years, and which now is becoming acute 
again, is not received willingly by the con- 
vention, but it may be forced into the de- 
liberations. 

Ald. Bennett took one precaution in this 
direction at yesterday’s session, when he in- 
troduced an amendment to keep In force all 
laws pertaining to the annexation of terri- 
tory, aiming to preserve the prohibition laws 
of Hyde Park, which were retained in force 
after annexation. 


Demands of United Societies. 

The demand of the United eties was 
gent to Chairman Milton J. Foréman of the 
convention, asking that the charter shall 
vest in the city council the power to regu- 
late the legal observance of Sunday and the 
sale of liquors by bone fide athletic, charite- 
ble, educational, fraternal, musical, and s0- 
cial associations This would remove the 
Sunday closing question from the zurisdio- 
tion of the state and place it in the hands of 
the city council. 

The accompanying statement says: 

“By adopting our recommendations you 
out legalize a custom which has prevailed 
in our city for more than a generation. We 
do not believe it to be conducive to the moral 
well being of the community longer to toler- 
ate a situation which compels a candidate 
for the office of mayor to promise before 
election not to enforce an obsolete Sunday 
closing law which the oath of office requires 
him, if elected, to enforce. 

„ We believe we reflect the sentiment of 
four-fifths of the voters of the city on this 
subject. 

“ Your failure to embody our propositions 
in the charter legislation to be submitted by 
you to the general assembly may place on our 
executive committee the unpleasant duty of 
appealing to our membership to vote against 
any and all laws that may be passed under 
the constitutional amendment. Being good 
and law abiding citizens we trust that this 
contingency may not arise.“ 

The statement is signed by Fritz Glogauer, 
Nicholas Michaels, and A. Landa, for the 
executive committee. 

Aside from this action the status of the 
Sunday closing question remained un- 
changed, no steps being taken by advocates 
of Sunday closing to mandamus Mayor Dunne 
to enforce the closing law. 


Direct Primary Plan Preferred, 

One radical election reform for Chicago 
went by thé board during the afternoon in 
the charter convention, and a less form!- 
dable appearing proposition was adopted in 
its stead. 

As between nominations by petition and 
nominations by direct primaries the politi- 
cians in the convention preferred the direct 
primaries and so voted, aided by a number 
of the conservative delegates. The politi- 
cians probably hope to have direct primaries 
construed as majority primaries later in 
the deliberations of the charter body, but 
at present the convention stands pledged 
to a section in the new charter which will 
nominate all city officials by direct pri- 
mary vote. 

George E. Cole urged nomination by pe- 
tition as a means to divorce city govern- 
ment from partisan politics. Walter Clyde 
Jones opposed it on the ground that it prac- 
tically abolished party organization, giving 
the advantage, he said, to the man of the 
greatest wealth or the man whose election is 
desired by special interests.“ 

When the proposition came to a vote the 
petition plan was defeated by a vote of 30 
to 22. 1 

The proposal to have nominations made as 
at present had bon voted down and the 
other alternative, direct primary nomina- 
tions, being put to a vote, it was adopted by 
44 to 4, the delegates voting against it being 
Beebe, Church, Shanahan, and Swift. 

In addition to. decisive action on the pri- 
mary provision the convention adopted sec- 
tions giving the mayor a right to a seat in 
the council but no vote, giving him the veto 
power as now prescribed by law. 


Would Raise Pay of Aldermen. 

Alexander Revell introduced an amendment 
to the sections dealing with the city coun- 
cil which will be taken up later for consider- 
ation. It provides for the redistricting of the 
city into sixty wards, from each of which one 
alderman is to be elected for a term of four 
years, to be paid a salary of 35 000 a year, 
required to devote all his time to city affairs. 
to be given a secretary, and required to 
maintain an office in his ward. 

At today’s session the question of woman’s 
suffrage will be taken up, and Louis F. Post 
has served notice that he will have some- 
thing to say in behalf of extending the suf- 
frage. The limit for speeches is ten minutes.

Mr. Post wanted copies 
made for each member, declaring that tt did 
no good to have a bundle of such letters 
tossed on the committee table without fur- 
ther remark.

“THERE ARE NO LAZY BOYS,” 
DECLARES PROF. JACKMAN. 


Says Children Are Born Workers and if 
Unwilling to Perform Tasks Should 
Have Medical Treatment or Credit. 


Shakspeare’s whining schoolboy, as 
well as all other so-called lazy children, are 
justified by Dean Wilbur 8. Jackman of the 
University of Chicago. The professor holde 
there “are no Iazy children—naturally.” 
His views are presented in the current num- 
ber of the Elementary School Teacher. 
Every child is a born worker and a lover 
of work,” declares Prof. Jackman, who is 
head of the elementary school of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. To work, to do things, 
to bring about'results, useful and beautiful, 
is just as natural as it is for him to breathe 
the air. There are no lazy children—nat- 
urally. 

“Catch them young and treat them right, 
and they are all workers and lovers of work. 
A lazy boy is merely either one who is sick 
or one who does not like to do something 
which a ‘grownup’ thinke he should do. 
His disposition, if not a matter for the phy- 
sician, should he placed to his credit. 

“A big boy came to my office one day who 
was too lazy, the teacher said, to be allowed 
to remain in school. I asked him what he 
would like to do if he were left entirely free 
to choose, and he replied: ‘I would quit 
school and go to work.’ I thanked him in- 
wardly for his criticism. over which I have 
since deeply pondered.’’ 

He declared that between the teachers 
who do not know enough and the business 
men who do not care enough the lazy boye 
are easily turned into the patch of the trans- 
gressor.“

The preceding night Young was in Aurora, 
where he was offered protection in the home 
of an official of the United Teamsters’ union, 
the rival of the Shea organization. On Fri- 
day night, Young declared, he stopped at a 
downtown hotel in Chicago, while Thanks- 
giving he spent secreted in the Grand Pacifie 
hotel. 

Threats Cannot Shake Testimony.

Attorney for Defense Charges Doctors 
Suppreseéd Facts and Is Met with a 
Fierce Denunojation by State. 


Herkimer, N. T., Dec. 8.—{Special.]—The 
last fifteen minutes of the trial of ester 
E. Gillette on a charge of murdering Grace 
‘Brown were marked today by a fierce de- 
nunciation by District Attorney Ward of 
Gillette's counsel, former Senator A. M. 
Mills ,a close personal and political friend of 
the prosecutor. Mills, in the closing speech 
of the defense to the jury, charged the 
autopsy surgeons with conspiring to con- 
vict his client.

Representatives of Zemstvo Organ- 
igation Return and Report on Situ- 
ation—Harvest Poor in Provinces. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 3.—Princes G. E. 
Lvoff and Orbeliani, representatives of the 
Moscow zemstvo famine relief organization, 
who have just returned from the stricken 
districts, have furnished the following facts 
regarding the conditions in the famine prov- 
inces: 

The crops in the seven provinces of Samara, 
Saratov, Sembirsk, Kazan, Pensa, Tambov, 
and Ufa were practically total failures. In 
twenty provinces the harvests were poor. 


‘About 20,000,000 people will need assistance 


for from four to ten months to stave off 
starvation until the new crops are available, 
Though affecting 18,000,000 persons, the des- 
titution is far less intense than it was in 1891. 
In some regions the inhabitants have been 
auffering from starvation for ten years, pos- 
dible crops having been gathered in only 
two of the ten years. Prince Lvoff believes 
the government estimate of $60,000,000 for 
famine relief is inadequate. The Moscow zem- 
tv relief organization calculates that §75,- 
000, and possibly more, will be necessary.

W. H. H. Lewellyn, a former 
‘officer of’ Roosevelt's Rough Riders, have 
been selected to manage a campaign in 
Washington, it is said, while chairman Bur- 
sum is carrying on the work of securing sig- 
natures to a petition for the removal of Gov. 
Hagerman.

MAYOR GREETS BOSS ONLY WITH 
CURT NOD IN COURT. 


Extreme CHill Characterizes Arraign- 


ment Side by Side of San Francis- 
oe Chief Executive and His Spon- 
sor—Case of Extorting Money from 
French Restaurateurs Continued 
Till Next Week — Reception of 
Schmitz by Crowd Is Cold. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Schmitz and Boss Ruef were ar- 
raigned before Judge Dunne today on charges 
of conspiracy to extort money from French 
restaurant proprietors. The cases went over 
until Thursday of next week, as Schmits's 
lawyer pleaded that the mayor hadn’t had 
time to study the charges. 

The hearing confirmed the gossip of the 
last few days that the mayor and Ruef had 
quarreled and that Schmitz had accepted the 
advice of big corporation heads to rid him- 
self of the boss. They coolly nodded to each 
other when they came into court and held 
none of those confidential talks in which they 
used to indulge. 


Treats Ruef as Stranger. 


The boss looked towards him appealingly 
several times, and twice, as if in despera- 
tion, addressed him. Schmits answered as 
he would a stranger, coldly and without un- 
bending. 

Another proof of a split is that they have 
retmined separate counsel.

Out of 
this unspeakable place, it is said, came part 
of the money that Schmitz spent so lavishly 
during his vacation. Some of the profits of 
the dive went to build and furnish the hand- 
some residence at the corner of Pierce and 
Vallejo streets now occupied by the man who 
declares he is a victim of persecution. 


RICH PITTSBURGER A SUICIDE; 
PLACE OF DEATH KEPT SECRET 


Linford L. Dilworth, Aristocrat, Takes 
His Own Life in Mysterious Way— 
Coroner Promises an Expose Today. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 3.—[ Special. ]}—Linford 
L. Dilworth, aged 50 years, one of the best 
known. clubmen of Pittsburg, who was a 
member of one of the most proud, wealthy, 
and aristocratic families of Pennsylvania, 
committed suicide today by shooting himself 
through the head. It is not known just 
where the shooting took place, as every effort 
is being made by his wealthy relatives to 
keep all information from the public. Dil- 
worth was taken wounded to the home of 
his brother, John C. Dilworth, in Jackson 
street, where he died. 

Within an hour after his death, Frank 
Ridgeway, director of public safety, urged 
the newspapers not to print anything about 
the ‘euicide, as the family was too promi- 
nent to have ite name dragged into the pa- 
pers. This request was respected. 

Coroner Armstrong was unable tonight to 
get all the facts, but he says that tomorrow 
he will have them spread to the public gaze 
just as if Dilworth had not a dollar. 

Dilworth was well known to the automo- 
bile eet of New York, where he spent half of 
his time. He was unmarried. 


THREAT TO KILL GOV. JOHNSON 
RECEIVED FROM BLACK HAND. 


Mayor of St. Paul Informed in Letter 
That Italian Assassins Have Marked 
Executive of Minnesota for Death. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Robert A. Smith today received a letter 
containing a threat to assassinate Gov. John 
A. Johnson. 

The letter says the Black Hand” has 
decreed the death of the governor and the 
same fate has been decreed for two of Eu- 
rope’s rulers, to assassinate whom two mem- 
bers of the band soon will go abroad. Ine 
letter contains thirteen names of Italians 
said to be in the band. The letter recites 
that the members came from Calabria, Italy, 
to Utica,’ N. I. 

They are now working on a number of 
laborers in St. Paul, threatening them with 
death unless they pay over certain sums 
demanded, according to the letter. 


WON’T HINDERN. Y. LIFE’S FIGHT 


Supreme Court Justice Refuses to En- 
join Company—Last Appeal to 
Policy Holders. 


New York, Dec. 38.—[Special.]—Justice 
Dowling of the Supreme court today refused 
the application of Stephen Farrelly for an 
injunction to prevent the New York Life 
Insurance | company from conducting its 
campaign for directors and ‘trustees with 
policy holders’ money. The justice held that 
the company was not Going the thing 
charged. 

The international policy holders’ commit- 
tee issued its last appeal to policy holders 
to vote against the administration tickets of 
the New York Life and Mutual Life.

since he whipped the Russians, fights back. 
The police court records reveal the fact that 
dozens of Japanese are arrested every week 


“| for doing battle with white men and boys. 


This simply goes to show how the general 
public out here takes the situation. Hatred 
of the Japanese has grown and grown. 
Meantime the Japanese, brilliant if not 
deep, assertive if not diligent, imitative. 
clever, cheap, and tricky, have increased in 
numbers and in strength, grabbed land pos- 
sessions, and become rich. The Japanese 
are arriving in California at the rate of 
1,500 a month; that is, that many are count- 
ed, but no one knows how many are getting 
in from the south. Every place he is driv- 
ing out both the Chinaman and the white 
laborer. 

Still in all California it is doubtful if there 
is any individual resentment against a Ja- 
panese. The boy who hurls a dornick at a 
“ skippy does it impersonally. He is throw- 
ing at the Japanese as Japanese, not at 
Looie, or Frank, or Lee. That is the feeling. 
It is the resentment of the white race against 
the aggression of the yellow. Every Call- 
fornian to whom I have talked recités his 
lesson, There never was an aggressive ori- 
ental race that didn’t make good.“ 

Undoubtedly as he has grown in numbers 
the Japanese has become assertive, ‘‘chesty,”’ 
and is spoiling for trouble. Any shoe cob- 
bler or window washer in San Francisco 
(they are mainly Japanese) will tell you 
that Japan is the greatest nation in the 
world. But on top of this came the school 
problem. 

School Problem Is Trivial. 

Now, the school problem in itself did not 
amount to a hill of beans. Of the seventy- 
four.or more orientals who were in attend- 
ance at the oriental school, today scarce- 
ly one knew that the school had caused 
am uproar which involves the entire United 
States. Not one of the Japanese so far as 
could be learned, resented being put with 
the Chinese in a separate school. So far as 
they knew, only Roosevelt and the mikado 
were interested. They were getting the 
education for which they came to the United 
States, and they did.not care. 

The school problem had a queer beginning. 
Before the fire and earthquake both Japa- 
nese and Chinese students were admitted 
to all schools. The fire and the quake swept 
away thirty-six schools. After the begin- 
ning of reconstruction there was not room 
enough. 

Parents of white children demanded places 
for their children in the schools, and when 
they found the rooms full and three or four 
Japanese in the seats, they kicked, and 
kicked hard. Before that. there had been 
scattering objections from the parents of 
white children because they were forced to 
sit by Japanese or Chinese, but unlike the 
southerners they raised no great objection. 
In fact, they accepted the yellow man with 
more equanimity than would be expected. 
Californians are rather democratic, and be- 
sides, the Chinese question had educated 
them. They acknowledged that the Jap- 
anese was a clean, quiet, bright fellow, and 
laid aside their prejudice against his stain. 
As the southerner liked the negro before he 
became assertive, California liked the yel- 
low boy until he became aggressive. It all 
is a question of the Caucasian claim of su- 
premacy. 

Jap Men in Infant Classes. 

But when the schools became overcrowded 
the Caucasian school board ejected the Jap- 
anese and gave the seats to the white chil- 


They gave the seats to the white children on 
the grounds that the whites had a prior 
claim. At that time there were 300 orientals 
in the schools, eighty of whom were China- 
men, the rest Japanese, and all but about 
forty of these were between the ages ot 16 
and 80 

There is the crux of the whole situation. The 
school board objected to putting orientals 
18 to 20 years old in the primary classes with 
children, especially girls of 7 or 8 years of 
age. It decided to put the Japanese and the 
Chinese tn a school by themselves. An old 
law was found, which had been passed in 
1872, which reads: 

„ Every school, unless otherwise provided 
by law, must be open for admission to all 
children between 6 and 21 years of age re- 
siding in the district, and the board of school 
trustees shall have power to admit adults 
and children not residing in the district when- 
ever good reasons exist therefor. The trus- 
tees shall have power to exclude children of 
filthy or. vicious habits, or children suffering 
from contagious or infectious diseases, and 
also to establish schools for Indian children 
and for children of Mongolian or Chinese 
descent. When such separate schools are 
established Indian, Chinese, or Mongolian 
children must not be admitted into any other 
school.“ 

A separate school was established. The 
Japanese were sent there without protest 
on their part. They were provided with the 
same course of study and with better teach- 
ers than they had in the white schools. Then 
Japan started something. California holds 
the right to pass laws. It holds that the 
federal government cannot dictate in the 
case, and that it has aß much right to regu- 
late the children or adults from “ favored 
nations” as it has the children of California. 

Today the school board met and decided it 
would do nothing, no matter how angry 
Japan got or how strongly President Roose- 
velt urged it to act.

It is apparent, too, that the wide field 
of utility as distinct ‘from pure pleasure 
is hardly touched. In many lines where 
delivery wagons and freight trucks have 
been used attention is being paid to the 
new form of transportation. With proper 
regulation of speed in congested thor- 
oughfares the increasing use of these 
horseless machines ought to have impor- 
tant bearing ‘upon cleanliness of the 
streets and their greater freedom from 
obstruction. If the cost can be reduced 
so as to appeal to people of moderate 
means there seems tu be no reason why 
the industry should not attain great pro- 
portions during the next few years. It 
certainly is occasion for congratulation 
that the American manufacturers are 
having so prominent a part in the im- 
provements which are being made. 


THE CAUSE OF OVERCROWDING. 
The death of a young woman week be- 
fore last called the attention of the coun- 
cil to the overcrowding of cars on the 
“1,” roads. They are not the most im- 
portant factors in local transportation. 
The surface lines carry more people than 
the elevated lines do. If the surface lines 
were in better shape it would be possible 
to travel more comfortably on the other 
lines. The great traffic gains reported by 
the Metropolitan and Northwestern L“ 
roade may be ascribed in part to the 
wretchedly inadequate service of the Union 
Traction company. One way of bettering 
conditions on the elevated Mues is by bet- 
tering them on the surface lines. 

The aldermen are beginning to see this. 
It has dawned on them that overcrowd- 
ing is the crying evil of all transporta- 
tion systemé, and that the people are call- 
ing for the abandonment of faddish 
theories and the prompt settlement of the 
traction question. The community is in a 
desperate situation as regards transporta- 
tion facilities. The situation will be worse 
when winter brings heavy snowfalls. 

If the city government had lowered the 
tunnels when first ordered to do so by the 
war department they would now be in 
such shape that they could be used. There 
would be less congestion in the business 


district and at the bridges. But the mu- 


nicipal ownerites had their own way. They 
deliberately refused to make any pro- 
vision for thé future and have succeeded 
in creating intolerable conditions, which 
they try to remedy with their puerile ordi- 


ances forbidding the overcrowding of 


cars. They will continue to be over- 
crowded so long as there are not enough 
of them. 

“ Nagging, fault finding, and senseless 
abuse,” says Ald. Snow, “fail to -move 
cars, and car movement is what is want- 
ed.” The people want more and better 
cars, making better time, and they look to 
the council for these things. They do not 
look to the mayor or to any of his corps of 
assistants. It is for the aldermen to say 
whether there shall be any decided im- 
provement of the service in the near 
future. 

Until there shall be an agreement with 
the companies they will not spend much 
money on improvements. It has been said 
by some aldermen that any traction ordi- 


operative until it shall have been ratified; 
by the-people at the April election. If an 
ordinance shall be agreed on, would the 
people wish to wait a quarter of a year 
for it to take eftect? In the meantime the 
crowding and congestion would get worse, 
even with policemen on loop platforms and

Movable teamsters. 

It will not be safe for aldermen to put 
the patience of the public to a severer 
test than it ie now undergoing. There will 
under any circumstances be a clearing out 
at the spring election of many of the men 
who are directly responsible for the pres- 
ent overcrowding of surface and elevated 
cars and the fatal accidents which are 
an inevitable consequence. Men will take 
desperate risks on the sides or bumpers 
of\cars sooner than walk several miles. 

The voters have allowed the traction 
question to be handled by politicians and 
by cranks. As a consequence of their neg- 
lect of their own interests they have to 
ride in overcrowded cars. Whenever they 
are weary of existing conditions they can 
end them by electing men who will deal 
with business questions in a businesslike 
way.

i chief justice and the twenty-seven other 


justices gives notice to the chief ballitk 
and the chief clerk that unfit appoint- 
ments will not be tolerated. Bailiffs and 
clerks must be men of good habits, good 
reputation, and good associations. They 
must show that they have had some re- 
putable employment for the last three 
years, and must give the names of three 
reputable citizens as references. Point 
was given the order by the temporary 
rejection, which may become permanent, 
of seven men whose names had been pro- 
posed by the appointing officers. 

The determination of the judges that 
their subordinates shall be men of good 
habits and reputation will .be unwelcome 
in some quarters. It will bear hard occa- 
sionally on the nominees of ward organiza- 
tions and district committeemen. If any 
unfit men have crept in among the ap- 
pointees it doubtless will be found that 
they had as their backers politicians who 
insisted upon having some patronage. 

The Municipal court was not estab- 
lished in order that well paid places might 
be made for men of poor repute and bad 
associations, who have a little political in- 
fluence. It was not established to, take 
care of graduates from the school of con- 
stables. It was largely because of the 
misconduct of constables that the justice 
of thé peace system was abolished. It is 
to be hoped that after the deputy bailiffs 
have got to work the attention of Chief 
Justice Olson will be called at once to any 
instance of venality, brutality, or even of 
rudeness, on the part of any of them. He 
will make short work of the offender.

sons—namely: Charles Francis and Max- 
imilian, both of whom are delicate, the elder 
one especially so. After them comes their 
father’s youngest brother, Archduke Charles 
Louis, who is infatuated with the daughter 
of Prot. Cauber of the Vienna university, and 
who swears that he will never wed any one 
else unless he can marry her. The infatua- 
tion has lasted for several years, and all the 
endeavors of the emperor to put an end there- 
to by sending the archduke to travel abroad 
have merely served to n u. The 
emperor absolutely refuses to give his con- 
sent to any union of his nephew with Mile 
Czuber, a union which, of course, could only 
be morganatic. It is believed that when the 
emperor dies and Francis Ferdinand ascends 
the throne he will be unable to withhold from 
his only surviving brother the permission to 
-wed morganatically the woman whom he 
loves, in the same way that he, Francis Ferdi- 
nand, has done himself in the case of Prin- 
cess Hohenburg. 

— 


Next after Archduke Charles Louis, now 
88 years of age, comes the ex-grand duke of 
Tuscany, who was deprived of his throne by 
the great Italian revolution of 1860, which 
incorporated his dominions into the pres- 
ent kingdom of Italy. The grand duke, who 
is over 70 years of age, is hardly likely to 
survive the Archdukes Francis Ferdinand 
and Charles Louis. But his eldest son is the 
ex-Archduke Leopold, now a Swiss citizen, 
and his second son is Archduke Joseph Ferdi- 
nand, who, it may be remembered, was dis- 
patched by his family and by the emperor to 
Switzerland to endeavor to induce the ex- 
crown princess of Saxony to return to Dres- 
den after her elopement with Giron, and to 
persuade Archduke Leopold to abandon his 
little actress and to resume his place at the 
head of his regiment at Olmutz. As every; 
body knows, the mission was unsuccessful. 

Of course the emperor has one surviving 
brother, Archduke Louis Victor, but he has 
long been afflicted with softening of the 
brain, and for several years past has been 
under restraint in one of the imperial 
chateaux near Salzburg. His case is incura- 
ble, and therefore his life cannot be said to 
stand in the way of the sons of the grand- 
duke of Tuscany succeeding to the throne. 

When in addition to this it is borne in 
mind that the Hungarians are disposed to 
question the right of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand to succeed to the crown of St. 
Stephen and to insist that the latter should 
descend upon Archduchess Elisabeth, only 
ehild of the late Crown Prince Rudolph, since 
women are not barred from the throne of 
Hungary, it will be seen that the question 
of dynastic succession in the dual empire is 
likely to develop into a difficult problem. 

— 


Queen Elizabeth of Roumania has lately 
been making some remarkable confessions 
about her marriage to the king whom she 
is now nursing with such devoted care in 
what threatens to be his last and mortal 
malady. She declares that her union was in 
no sense a love match, that not one word of 
love was exchanged between herself and 
Charles of Hohenzollern when he asked her 
at Cologne during a festival in honor of Bee- 
thoven, at which they both were present, to 
become his wife. It seems from her story 
that at this festival he painted to her in such 
glowing colors the mission of his life, to 
organize, develop, and civilize Roumania, of 
which he had been recently elected sovereign, 
that she became fired with enthusiasm and 
with a.desire to take part in this wonderful 
work. It was on this basis that a philan- 
thropic association rather than a love match 
wae arranged then and there between them. 
It was thoroughly understood that if she was 
marrying him and accompanying him to 
Bucharest, it was not because she was in 
love with him but because she wished, like 
himself, to devote her existence to the regen- 
eration of Roumania. / 

It ie doubtful whether the relations between 
the king and queen have ever changed much 
since then, although they have been mar- 
ried for close upon forty years. This is ap- 
parent from her frequent utterances on the 
subject of marriage. Thus, in one of her 
essays about the matter, she insists that 
there should never be any abandon and de- 
parture from conventional restraint. The 
parties to the union must always remain in 
perfect control of themselves, and display 
the most perfect consideration and regard 
for each other’s feelings. “ An inopportune 
yawn may lead to a whole matrimonial 
drama or even tragedy. For it indicates in- 
difference and weariness on the part of one 
of the couple at a moment when the other 
is perhaps brimming over with soulfulness. 
Then, too, married people are generally oc- 
cupied each in their own way, and are there- 
fore apt to be fatigued when they meet, so 
that the fatigue already in itself is disposed 
to render them irritable and indifferent to 
each other, instead of every rencontre be- 
tween them being a source of pleasure.

Some time previous to their arrival there 
the grand mogul of this isle has taken his 
jeparture in fear of a coming American in- 
vasion. The natives are gathered together, 
and are praying to their idol to send another 
ruler from. the sun. In the midst ef their

and Barker, crashing down through the roof, 
is seized on immediately as the heaven sent 
one, and is forced to become the grand mogul. 
His fellow passengers are brought before 
him, and he takes delight in inflicting punish- 
ment on them for their former disregard of 
him, and he is just beginning to enjoy his 
privileges to the full when the rightfv! mogul 
returns and takes the usurper prisofier. As 
usual, the sentence of death is passed on him, 
and the execution is stopped by the timely 
arrival of the ubiquitous Yankee gunboat 
and ite boys in bluse.

Mr. Moulan, as Barker the enterprising 
one, has a role which will be made consid- 
erable of later on. At present he does much 
with the meager allotment of amusing sit- 
vations and clever lines at his disposal. He 
is glib, irrepressible, and inventive, and 
sings well, possessing & much better voice 
than most comedians can boast. 

Miss. Maude Lillian Berri, expansive and 
smiling, sang her way into the affections of 
her audience with her old time charm and 
finish.

Chicego’s ruling body, the senate, held @ 
special meeting

Michigan game. 

Students Eager for Game. 

Sentiment among the students at the Mid- 
way is intensely in favor of a renewal of 
football relations with Chicago's chief rival, 
but fear that the faculty will hold off for 
another season was expressed in many quar- 
ters last night. Nothing yet has transpired 
to give any one the belief that the game will 
or will not be played, as every member of the 
senate has closed up tighter than a clam, 

Chances for a game with Wisconsin are 

felt to be more rosy than a contest with the 
Wolverines. Dr. C. P. Hutchins’ recent dec- 
laration that Wisconsin’s faculty probably 
would be willing to permit a maroon-Badger 
game next year is believed to mark a leniency 
in the Wisconsin faculty’s strong stand for 
reforms. 
Many of the maroon athletes believe that 
if the invitation for a renewal of relations 
comes from the Badger professors the Mid- 
way senate will fall in line and accept. They 
point out that the rivalry between Chicago 
and Wisconsin never was so intense as be- 
tween Michigan and Chicago. 


Alumni May Take a Hand, 

Chicago students will not be satisfied with 
a game at Madison, but will bend every et- 
fort, they say, to induce their professors to 
grant the annual Michigan game. A peti- 
tion, signed by the undergraduates and 
alumni, may be circulated and presented to 
the members of the senate shortly. The 
alumni will meet in a few days to discuss 
Ways and means to bring about the much 
desired contest. ‘
